About  Steve  Grooms 

Steve  Grooms  is  a  “native  son  made  good.’’  He  is  the  author  of  1 3  books  and  a 
multitude  of  articles  for  sporting  and  conservation  magazines.  Steve  was  born  in 
Ames  in  1942  and  lived  here  almost  continuously  until  he  graduated  from  Ames 
High  School  in  I960.  (During  World  War  II,  the  Grooms  family  lived  in 
Manchester,  Iowa  while  their  father  was  in  the  Army.)  Shortly  after  Steve’s  high 
school  graduation,  the  family  moved  to  the  Twin  Cities  area. 

In  Ames,  he  lived  at  1006  Carroll  (1946-50),  822  Douglas  (1950-55)  and  702 
Brookridge  (1955-60).  Steve’s  father  worked  at  Collegiate  Manufacturing, 
where  he  designed  stuffed  toy  animals  and  school  mascot  emblems. 

Steve  received  his  B.A.  from  Grinnell  College  and  an  M.A.  from  the  University 
of  Minnesota  where  he  also  served  as  an  administrator  and  writing  teacher.  He 
was  the  senior  editor  of  a  regional  outdoor  magazine,  Fins  and  Feathers,  from 
1 975-8 1 .  Most  of  the  years  since  then  have  been  spent  as  a  freelance  writer. 

He  serves  on  the  editorial  board  of  International  Wolf  Magazine.  His  award¬ 
winning  book  on  wolves,  The  Return  of  the  Wolf  is  in  its  third  edition.  Ames 
residents  will  be  delighted  to  learn  that  Steve  has  recently  focused  his 
considerable  writing  talents  on  committing  his  recollections  of  growing  up  in 
Ames  to  paper.  The  more  he  writes,  the  sharper  his  memory  becomes! 


Preview  Story:  Paper  Route 

IIS  “l  was  a  paper  boy.  I  think  I  must  have  had  a  route  for 
about  seven  years.  My  first  route  was  along  my  block  when 
we  lived  at  [822]  Douglas.  I  would  pedal  my  bike  downtown 
to  get  my  papers.  My  first  assignment  was  to  count  the  number  in  my  bundle  so  I 
would  be  sure  to  have  the  right  number.  Then  I'd  slip  them  in  a  big  canvas  bag 
and  jump  back  on  the  bicycle.  I'd  ride  along  throwing  papers  onto  porches. 

My  home  was  in  the  middle  of  my  route.  At  the  far  end,  I'd  turn  and 
head  back  home,  although  there  was  a  tiny  neighborhood  grocery 
(one  of  those  stores  that  was  one  big  room,  with  high  shelves  and 
the  grocer  had  a  grabber  thing  for  getting  items  off  the  high 
shelves).  I  had  a  fatal  weakness  for  stopping  at  the  grocery  store 
at  the  north  end  of  my  route  to  have  a  Dolly  Madison  dessert 
cake  (more  or  less  in  the  family  with  Hostess  cupcakes).  The  Dolly 
Madison  was  an  oval  cake  with  a  depression  on  top  that  was  filled 
with  creamy  stuff  and  a  big  pecan,  and  then  (of  course)  the  whole 
thing  was  drenched  in  chocolate.  I  couldn't  resist  them.”

Stalking  the  Skunk:  Archaeological  Investigations  along  the  Skunk  River 

David  Gradwohl,  a  retired  professor  of  anthropology,  was  involved  in  1971  and  1972  with  the  Iowa  State 
University  Archaeological  Laboratory’s  surveys  along  the  Skunk  River  north  of  Ames,  in  the  area  that  was 
proposed  for  the  construction  of  the  Ames  Reservoir.  These  investigations,  undertaken  via  cooperative 
agreements  with  the  National  Park  Service  and  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  yielded  evidence  of  a 
long  sequence  of  human  occupation  in  the  valley,  stemming  from  ancient  Native  American  campsites  and 
quarries  to  early  Euro-American  pioneer  farmsteads,  industrial  sites,  and  cemeteries.

Curator  Interactions 

The  curator  and  assistant  curator  attended  the  29th 
annual  meeting  and  conference  of  the  Iowa  Museum 
Association  (IMA)  held  at  the  State  Historical  Society 
of  Iowa  on  October  1 0th  and  IIth.  Sessions  attended 
were  Visual  Learning  Strategies,  Development  and 
Marketing,  Archives  102,  Traveling  Trunks,  and 
Programming  for  Schools.  Important  personal  contacts 
were  made  with  peers  around  the  state. 

On  December  14th  the  curator  represented  AHS  at  the 
annual  Story  County  Board  of  Supervisors  Funding 
Meeting  with  all  county  historical  groups  receiving 
allocations.  The  meeting  was  held  in  Nevada’s  restored 
Dyer-Dowell  Victorian  House.  A  report  was  presented 
on  how  we  spent  our  $2000  on  curatorial  needs  and 
leveraging  an  HRDP  grant  for  Ames  Tribune  photo 
preservation.  In  the  Christmas  spirit,  artifacts  and 
archival  materials  lacking  an  Ames  connection  were 
transferred  to  sister  historical  societies  in  the  county  on 
behalf  of  local  collectors  and  donors.

AHS  has  been  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  D.  Joe 
Anderson,  who  donated  his  technical  expertise  and  the 
use  of  his  personal  equipment  to  host  our  website  for 
the  critical  first  18  months  of  its  existence.

Volunteer  Activities 

Collectively,  volunteers  contributed  over  1200  hours  to 
keep  AHS  functioning.  Specific  individuals  and 
accomplishments  include: 

John  Rose  -  continued  to  provide  e-mail  forwarding 
and  funding  of  our  website  domain  name. 

Joe  Anderson  -  generously  provided  a  server  for  our 
website  until  we  finally  outgrew  his  resources  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Stacey  Ross  -  abstracted  25  years  of  meeting  minutes 
of  the  Emanon  Club. 

Martha  Rasmussen  -  entered  200+  names  each  week 
into  the  Ames  Tribune  “mug  shot’’  database.  That 
index  now  stands  at  almost  4,000  entries. 

Washington  A.M.E.S.  4-H  Club  -  polished  sterling 
silver  and  washed  glassware  until  it  sparkled;  items  to 
be  sold  at  a  fund-raising  auction  to  be  held  next  spring. 
Alice  Mellen  -  has  sorted  and  logged  hundreds  of 
negatives  from  the  late  1940s  and  early  1950s  in  the 
Ames  Tribune  Photo  Archive.  Her  volunteer  hours  are 
credited  as  a  matching  donation  to  the  HRDP  grant.

HRDP  Grant  for  the  Ames  Tribune 
Photo  Archive 

A  State  of  Iowa  Historic  Resource  Development 
Program  (HRDP)  grant  for  2004-05  is  helping  to  fund 
the  processing  of  The  Ames  Tribune  photo  archive. 
Notably,  the  grant  funded  the  purchase  of  a  sophis¬ 
ticated  Microtek  9800XL  scanner  that  can  process 
negative  images  in  the  positive,  greatly  aiding  in  the 
identification  of  the  images.  This  tool  has  a  lighted  lid 
that  allows  light  to  pass  through  transparent  materials 
so  they  can  be  “read’’  by  the  machine.  The  scanner  has 
its  own  high  capacity  server  so  that  a  great  number  of 
images  can  be  stored.

This  advertising  card  with  a  face-changing  wheel  to  spin 
was  given  away  at  the  Bauge  and  Aim  shoe  store.  The 
store  used  to  stand  in  the  space  that  is  now  Cynthia 
Duff  Plaza,  the  walk-through  at  Main  and  Douglas.  The 
Bauge  of  the  shoe  store  was  a  descendant  of  the  Bauge 
family  whose  log  home  was  restored  by  AHS. 


Frangos  Restaurant  was  established  in  1941  at  210  Main 
Street  by  Peter  H.  Frangos  who  bought  out  his  partner 
at  the  Dairy  Lunch  and  renamed  it  Frangos  Restaurant 
As  an  immigrant  from  his  native  Greece,  Mr.  Frangos 
had  acquired  restaurant  experience  in  Omaha  before 
operating  restaurants  in  Council  Bluffs,  Eagle  Grove  and 
Fort  Dodge.  Frangos  offered  a  complete  soda  fountain 
and  made  their  own  ice  cream. 


O'Neil's  Dairy 
made  premium  ice 
cream,  with 
butterfat  content 
as  high  as  6  to  7%. 

It  melted  in  your 
mouth  and  clung  to 
your  lips!  The 
scoop  was  a  way 
to  exercise  some  degree  of  portion  control  when 
serving  ice  cream.  This  one  was  used  for  a  5-cent  ice 
cream  cone  that  consisted  of  one  scoop.  The  O'Neil 
Dairy  building  (ca  1 940.  formerly  the  Ames  Armory) 
was  just  south  of  The  Tribune  building  on  Fifth  Street. 
Its  truck  boasts  “Velvet  Ice  Cream’’  on  the  side,
